National Stock Judging 
Competitions at Feilding 


ANAWATU won the teams’ contest at 

the 1954 national stock judging 
competitions held at Feilding A. and P. 
Showgrounds on 5 and 6 May, thus taking 
the Federation's Challenge Trophy from 
Gisborne-East Coast, winners at the previous 
two contests. Manawatu's win was the 
more interesting, as it was placed !6th last 
year. Gisborne-East Coast gained second 
place, and third place went to Central King 
Country. Fine weather, attractive grounds, 
and excellent local organisation contributed 
a great deal to the success of the 


competitions. 


O fit in with travel time-tables it 

was necessary to hold the competi- 
tions on 2 days; four classes (Romneys, 
Southdowns, Corriedales, and _ beef 
cattle) were judged on the afternoon 
of 5 May and the remaining classes the 
next morning. The competitions were 
open to district teams of from 4 to 8 
members nominated for the various 
classes and attracted 19 teams, the 
same number that took part at Timaru 
the year before. There were 3 teams 
from Otago-Southland, 5 from Canter- 
bury (including Marlborough, a new- 
comer to national stock judging com- 
petitions), 6 from Wellington, and 5 
from Auckland. Two more districts 
(one Wellington and one Canterbury), 
were represented by individuals, and 
there were altogether 119 members 
taking part. Four teams had the full 
complement of 8 members; there were 
also four teams of 4, four of 5, four of 
6, and three of 7 members. 


South Island competitors travelled 
from Wellington to Feilding by special 
buses, arriving at the showgrounds in 
comfortable time to draw their compe- 
tition numbers before lunch, which 
was provided at the grounds. They 
returned to Wellington next day by 
special buses which left in comfortable 
time to connect with the Lyttelton 
steamer express after a meal at Pae- 
kakariki. The need for keeping to the 
transport schedule made it difficult to 
get the final results out in time for 
the presentation of trophies before the 
departure of the South Islanders, but 
this was accomplished and trophies 
were presented by Mr. O. J. Osborne, 
Dominion president. Mr. Osborne had 
judged as an individual in all classes 
of the competitions. 


The busy team of stewards, marshals, 
and other helpers did a good job 
under the able direction of the grand 
marshal, Mr. H. D. Brewster, senior 
advisory member, Feilding Club. 
Oroua District Committee members, 
who organised the competitions for 
Wellington Council on behalf of the 
federation, earned high praise for the 
efficiency with which their work was 
performed. Stock pens were arranged 
most suitably, and with the aid of a 
band of runners from Feilding Agri- 
cultural High School Club there ap- 
peared to be no shortage of helpers.

Tinui Club at Masterton Centennial 


URING the third week in March Masterton celebrated its first 


100 years of European settlement. The town took its name 
from Mr. Joseph Masters, founder of the Small Farms Association. 
To conclude the centennial celebrations a parade of decorated 
floats and ancient vehicles was held at the Solway Showgrounds. 


LTHOUGH the district of Tinui is 30 miles away, 

Masterton is the centre for the area. Members of 

Tinui Club, as their part in the celebrations, entered two 
floats for the ‘Parade of the Ages”. 


The building of the floats was a good example of club 
co-operation. Much detailed work was necessary to obtain 
a really worthwhile result. The major effort was a wool- 
shed on wheels. The cab of a truck was enclosed with 
painted hardboard to depict the front of a woolshed, a 
portable stand was set up at the front end of the tray, and a 
catching pen half way down the tray. The tail end of the 
truck carried a blade shearer and a fleeco dressed in 
costumes of 1854. Their side of the catching pen was 
made of manuka rails. 


Posters on the float sides gave the present price of wool 
and shearers’ wages and those received in 1854. The poster 
stated that in 1854 a shearer received 17s. 6d. per hundred 
and wool was 13d. per lb. 


High Producing Cow 


The club’s second float was a trailer pulled by a tractor. 
The apparatus erected on the trailer caused a great deal 
of amusement. It was in the form of a dummy cow 8ft. 
long and 5ft. high. In recent months there has been a con- 
troversy over the merits of raw and pasteurised milk in 
Masterton. The trailer also carried two “milk maids” and 
their assistants. 


Her moving head and tail, plus a copious supply of 
“milk” (which was distributed among the onlookers by 
pressure pumps concealed in the _ cow’s_ body) made 
“Mooloo’s” float one of the most comical in the parade. 

The Young Farmers who had gone to much trouble 
preparing floats felt their efforts were well rewarded by 
taking part in a procession which took 13 hours to pass 
one spot and which was seen by an estimated 16,000 people. 

The parade was an excellent way to let people know 
that there were keen and active Young Farmers’ Clubs in 


the district.

Disappointing Attendance 


Of the 18 competitors 10 were Train- 
ing Farm cadets (members of Master- 
ton Club). The attendance of only 8 
members from all the clubs in the 
Wairarapa area was most discouraging 
to the organisers of the contest and 
indicated a regrettable apathy on the 


part of those who should be keen to 
extend their knowledge of pastures. 


The district chairman pointed out, 
when thanking Mr. N. Blatchford, 
Training Farm Manager, for the use 
of the farm for the day, that “the 
economy of every farm depends on a 
proper understanding and _ utilisation 
of pasture grasses. It is up to all mem- 
bers to make the most of every oppor- 
tunity to further their knowledge of 
good pastures”.

I hope this report will encourage 
Young Farmers to realise that there 
is a lot of pleasure and interest to be 
obtained by billeting a visitor and that 
they are not a lot of trouble and 
expense to billet.

Seven classes of stock were judged, 
four classes (dairy cattle, porker pigs, 
and Romney and Southdown sheep) 
being judged simultaneously in four 
periods during the morning, and three 
classes (beef cattle, fat lambs, and 11 
to 14 stone hacks) being judged simi- 
larly in the afternoon.

I would like to proffer a sincere 
“thank you” to my hosts for their 
generous hospitality, and to the many 
other people who also went out of 
their way to make my trip such an 
enjoyable one. 


The most lasting impression I have 
of the Dominion, other than the won- 
derful hospitality I encountered, is of 
the freshness of the pastures, even in 
the middle of summer. Apart from a 
portion of Otago and Marlborough, I 
hardly saw a dry blade of grass, yet 
at home now in mid-April it is hard 
to find a green one. 


Nor will I forget the height and 
steepness of your mountains. South 
Australia is almost four times as big 
as New Zealand, but its highest point 
is under 4000ft. above sea level, com- 
pared with Mt. Cook’s 12,349ft. Even 
Mt. Kosciusko, the highest mountain 
in Australia, is only 7328ft. in height. 


There are many other things I saw 
in New Zealand that I am unlikely to 
forget: The beautiful lakes and moun- 
tains; “Stud Alley” near Feilding, the 
thermal activities and Maori life at 


Rotorua; the Waitomo Caves; the 
small, intensive, well-kept farms at 
Papakura; the huge hydro-electric 


schemes at Tekapo and Roxburgh and 
the generating station at Karapiro; and 
the many other interesting and spec- 
ee sights my various hosts showed 
oO me.

I was also very impressed with the 
Y.F.C. movement in New Zealand, 
particularly with the way competitions 
were conducted in clubs followed by 
district, council, and national finals. 


The Rural Youth Movement of South 
Australia is expanding rapidly and, 
though not yet 2 years old, it has 
about 1000 members, boys and girls 
between the ages of 10 and 21 in junior 
and senior age groups. Our movement 
aims to foster more interest in the 
land among all young people rather 
than to teach agricultural methods to 
young farmers or prospective farmers, 
and we pay a little more attention to 
social activities in clubs. Neverthe- 
less our movements have much in 
common and I learned a great deal 
from my attendance at club meetings 
in New Zealand that will be of benefit 
to the Rural Youth Movement of South 
Australia. 


I conclude by mentioning again my

PVRERAY Club (Eastern Southland) organised its fifth annual machinery demonstration 
and display on Mr. A. J. Edwards's property, Otikerama, in pleasant weather.

event is recognised locally as the machinery show of the year, and 52 firms and individuals 


featured in this year's display, compared with 28 the first year. 


The many exhibits and 


an attendance of more than 4000 persons made this latest display the best yet. 


R. O. J. OSBORNE, Dominion 

president, officially opened the 
display. In his remarks he said that 
the activity showed the Pukerau Club’s 
ability to help itself, an important 
Y.F.C. attribute. Mr. Osborne stressed 
the value of seeing plant and 
machinery properly demonstrated 
before a large capital outlay was made. 
Such demonstrations made it possible 
for would-be purchasers to compare 
relative merits of available machinery 
before making a decision. A. and P. 
association show exhibits were neces- 
sarily stationary. He congratulated the 
club on its initiative in organising 
demonstrations which enabled all who 
so wished to see the machines work- 
ing. 


Shearing Display 


An addition to this year’s pro- 
gramme was two shearing displays by 
Mr. G. Bowen. In the morning he 
demonstrated his shearing method, and 
stressed in his remarks that good 
workmanship, not mere speed, was the 
important feature of good shearing. He 
concluded his afternoon demonstration 
by shearing a sheep in 2 minutes 40 
seconds while blindfolded. 


Ditch Digging 


The special features of the 
machinery displays were the ditch 
digging and cleaning demonstrations. 
In an adjacent paddock five ditch 
cleaners were shown working. Most 
were mounted on the rear end of trac- 
tors and were hydraulically operated. 
A French digger and pipe layer 
was demonstrated for the first time in 
the south. 


Balers and Loaders 


Hay balers and loaders were next 
seen in action, the public getting an 
excellent view from an opposite slope, 
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One loader of particular interest was 
the machine which won the gold 
medal for the most improved farm 
machine at the recent Royal Show at 
Invercargill. 


A display by a dozen assorted types 
of lime sowers and blowers followed. 
These included the familiar “bulkie” 
and compact trailer units and blower 
units mounted on tracklaying tractors. 
At the same time an aerial topdressing 
demonstration was staged. There was 
also an aerial lolly scramble, which 
thrilled the many children present. 


Wide Range 


Demonstrations followed of a wide 
range of farm machinery. These in- 
cluded a display by a jeep type vehicle 
of its prowess on rough country; dis- 
plays of a wide variety of tractors 
ranging in size from the small garden 
types to large diesel machines, includ- 
ing those of Continental origin; and 
displays of weed spraying equipment, 
post-hole diggers, cultivators, and 
cl other items of farm equip- 
ment. 


An unusual feature of the display 
was a demonstration of the efficiency 
of CO. fire extinguishers on fires of 
various kinds. 


In addition, many patented devices 
and other articles were on show, vary- 
ing from movable poultry houses to 
fancy garden seats.
